NEW YORK (AP)-The end

painful drama we watched an 
aging, defeated traveling sales- 
man move inexorably to self 
destruction clinging desperately 
to the fantasies of quick fortune, 
of fame, of popularity on which 
he built his shabby life. 


Lee J. Cobb, playing the 


distraught Willy Loman, turned 
in an overwhelming performance 
that was as effective as his 
Broadway portrayal of the role 
17 years ago.. So was Mildred 
Dunnujk's porrtait of his loving, 
patient and blindly loyal wife. 


The drama was related large- 


ly in flashbacks to happier days 
in the story of the salesman — 
"just a hard-working drummer" 
as his son screamed in his mo- 
ment of truth. 


Loman's grandiose dreams 


ballooned 
everything 
larger 


than reality — money he had 
made in the past was big, a son 
who had been a stock clerk was 
inflated to be a star salesman. 


His pathetic values, mostly 


involving being important and 
well-liked, were shaken with 
age and faltering sales success. 
But the fantasies also had de- 
stroyed his two' sons, Biff, 34, 
making $28 a week, and who 
was a petty thief, and Happy, a 
bum, braggart and liar.

fine performances.

Petition to Initiate a Legislative Act 


TO THE HONORABLE KELLY BRYANT, SECRETARY OP STATE, STATE OF ARKANSAS: 


We, the undersigned legal voters of the State of Arkansas, respectfully propose the following Act, to-wit: 


(POPULAR NAME) 


SCHOOL DISTRICT REORGANIZATION ACT 


(BALLOT TITLE) 


AN ACT FOR THE PURPOSE OF DISSOLVING ON JUNE 1, 1967 ALL SCHOOL DISTRICTS WHICH 
HAVE LESS THAN FOUR HUNDRED (400) ENUMERATED STUDENTS ACCORDING TO THE LAST 
OFFICIAL SCHOOL ENUMERATION; PROVIDING FOR THE ANNEXATION OF THE TERRITORY 
OF SUCH DISSOLVED SCHOOL DISTRICTS; PROVIDING FOR APPEAL FROM ACTION OF THE 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION IN ANNEXING TERRITORY OF SUCH DISSOLVED 
SCHOOL 


DISTRICTS; PROVIDING FOR THE DISSOLUTION IN THE FUTURE OF SCHOOL DISTRICTS 
WHEREIN THE NUMBER OF ENUMERATED STUDENTS FALLS BELOW FOUR HUNDRED (400) 
AS REFLECTED BY TWO CONSECUTIVE OFFICIAL SCHOOL ENUMERATIONS AND PROHIBIT- 
ING . THE ESTABLISHMENT 
IN THE FUTURE OF ANY SCHOOL DISTRICT WITH LESS THAN 


FOUR HUNDRED (400) ENUMERANTS; AND AUTHORIZING THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
TO DEFINE "ISOLATED SCHOOLS" AND TO PROMULGATE RULES FOR ADMINISTERING SUP- 
PLEMENTAL STATE FUNDS FOR THEIR OPERATION. 


(TEXT OF INITIATED ACT) 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS: 


SECTION 1. On June 1, 1967, all school districts ^which had less than four hundred (400) enumerated students 


according ;to the last official school enumeration are here by* dissolved. :'lri each county of the state, within ten (10) 
days thereafter, the County Board of Education shall develop and file with the State Board of Education a plan to 
annex the territory of such dissolved district or districts to another district or districts. The State Board of Educa- 
tion may approve, revise and approve, or reject and require the submission of another plan. With the approval of the 
State Board of Education the County Board shall forthwith consummate the annexation. If any County Board of Edu- 
cation 'fails to submit an approvable plan not later than June 30, 1967, the State Board of Education shall make the 
required annexation. 


SECTION 2. Appeals from the action of the County Board of Education on matters of annexation as author- 


ized herein may be reviewed by the Circuit Court of the county wherein said school district or districts is located. In 
order to obtain, such review a notice of appeal must be filed with the Secretary of the County Board of Education 
in writing within 20 days after the decision of the County Board of Education. Said notice of appeal shall state all 
exceptions taken to the decision and action of the County Board of Education. Within thirty (30) days after receipt 
of the notice of appeal the Secretary of the County Board of Education shall prepare, certify and file with the Circuit 
Clerk of the proper county the entire record of the case including a transcript of all testimony taken at the hearing 
if a transcript was made. Upon review of any board decision under this act the Circuit Judge shall sit without a 
jury and may hear oral arguments and receive written briefs but no new evidence may be introduced or offered in 
Circuit Court except to correct omissions or errors in the record. Such appeal cases shall be heard by the Circuit 
Court within twenty (20) days after the filing of the record with the Circuit Clerk and such oases shall have prece- 
dence over other cases pending in said court. Any party to the review proceedings, including the Board, may appeal 
to the Supreme Court from the decision of the Circuit Court under rules of procedure applicable in other civil cases. 


SECTION 3. No construction shall be given to any part of this Act which would result in impairing the obli- 


gations of any valid contract of any school district. Except as otherwise provided in this Act, all matters of reorganiza- 
tion and annexation of school districts undertaken under the provisions of this Act shall be made in accordance with 
existing laws. 


SECTION 4. After the reorganization provided in Section 1 of this Act has been effected: 
(a) 
any school district wherein the number of enumerants falls below four hundred (400) as reflected in two 


consecutive official school enumerations shall be dissolved and the territory of such district shall be annexed in the 
manner provided in Section 1 hereof; and 


(b) 
no new district shall thereafter be formed with fewer than four hundred (400) enumeranta, 


SECTION 5. The State Board of Education is hereby authorized and directed to establish criteria for defining 


"isolated schools" and to promulgate rules and regulations for the administration of supplemental state funds to be 
allocated to school districts operating such "isolated schools'1. 


SECTION 6. The provisions of this Act are severable, and if any part or provision hereof shall be void, the 


decision of the court shall not affect or impair any of the remaining parts or provisions of the Act.

Lefo. ,c is chairman of what is 


known as the Destruction Com- 
mittee. His main job is to super- 
vise the burning of worn-out 
paper money in two huge fur- 
naces in the sub-basement of a 
government building where a 
tight security guard is main- 
tained night and day. 


When Leforte and his men 


finish their work, only smoke 
and granulated ash are left. 


The ashes are sifted to make 


certain no particles of bills re- 
main, Fine mesh screen covers 
the chimney top to prevent any 
burning bills or ashes from 
flying out. 


Worn-out bills are removed 


from circulation by the Federal 
Reserve banks around the coun- 
try. The Treasury estimates the 
average life of $1 bills at 18 
months, with the life span ad- 
vancing for bills of larger de- 
nominations 
to 
almost 
nine 


years for $50 bills. 


The reserve banks cut the tat- 


tered bills in half horizontally 
and perforate them with a spe- 
cial stamp before they are sent 
to Washington.

Turkey Kill Set Record 
LITTLE ROCK — Although 


tabulations on the two turkey 
hunting periods are still trickl- 
ing in, a record number of tur- 
key kills have already been re- 
ported. 
At present 
the count 


elands at 1,570 gobblers have 
been taken his year. 


Desha County still proved to 


be top turkey producing area 
with 311 reported kills. Arkan- 
sas was second with 194 a n d 
Lee County reported 186 for the 
third best. 


Records on turey kills have 


been kept since 1956. That year 
314 gobblers were killed, a n d 
461 were taken in 1957. Dry 
weather of 1957 resulted in a bad 
hatch, and the number of kills 
began to fall off with 389 in 1958 
and 317 in 1959. 


"If a hen is in poor physical 


condition a nesting time, t h e 
number of eggs laid 
will be 


greatly reduced from what it 
would be if her condition had 
been excellent," reports Gene 
Rush, head of the Game Division 
of ihe Arkansas Game & Fish 
Commission. 


Good weather was responsible 


for heavy reproduction in 1958-59 
and the number of turkey kills 
began to go up in 1960 with 566 
birds taken. By 1962 the number 
rose to 711, continued upward to 
768 in 1963, and reached a peak 
of 1,161 kills by 1964. 


Last year's total kill, 976, drop- 


ped due to poor weather condi- 
tions for hunting and also be- 
cause of a shorter season. 


"We had 
the birds," said 


Rush, 
"but the 
odds 
were 


against the hunter because of 
poor weather in which to hunt." 


Game 
biologists noted 
this 


year that nearly all of the tur- 
Keys taken in 1966 were heavy 
with fat, attributed to an excel- 
lent mast crop last year. 


One other minor factor invol- 


ved in setting the record kill 
was that the hunting 
periods 


were longer this year, although 


ihe hunting areas were practi- 
cally the same as last year. 


Over the past 10 years, r e - 


cords show that the number of 
kills has increased fourfold. And 
no one can deny that it has come 
about because of the Commis- 
sion's restocking program with 
an assist from mother nature. 


Bank Vertui Boat Fishing 
COLUMBUS, Ohio - B o a t 


fishermen enjoy better success 
than bank fishermen, reports 
the Ohio Wildlife Division after 
conducting a recent survey of 
the two fishing methods. Boat 
fishermen caught twice as many 
t'ish in the experiment, appar- 
ently because of their mobility 
over the bank fishermen. 


The study also indicated that 


bank fishermen are handicapped 
by being limited to a small area 
that can be covered effectively 
by casting or still fishing. Cast- 
ing' from 
the shore was also 


hampered by vegetation, a n d 
possibly due to the 
fact that 


larger fish move to deeper wa- 
ter in warm weather and a r e 
often accessible only 
to boat 


fishermen. 


The use of a. boat also enables 


a fishermen to approach brush- 
laden areas without dislrubing 
the fish. Some fishermen f e e l 
that 
fish lend to strike baits 


moving away from overhanging 
branches rather than lures and 
baits approaching such shore 
features.

Interest in 
Recognition 
of Mongolia

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


officials were reported looking 
with renewed interest today at 
the possibility of opening diplo- 
matic relations with Mongolia, a 
pro-Soviet Communist country 
in central Asia bordering the 
Soviet Union and Red China. 


The move was proposed Mon- 


day 
by 
Senate Democratic 


Leader Mike Mansfield. He said 
it would help to ease interna- 
tional tensions and provide the 
United States with "a valuable 
listening post" at a strategic 
point of the rivalry between Red 
China and the Soviet Union. 


The State Department was 


silent on Mansfield's proposal 
but policymakers are known to 
believe that it would work to 
U.S. 
advantage. However, the 


government ot Nationalist China 
on Formosa has opposed U.S. 
recognition of Mongolia in the 
past. It regards that remote 
land as a part of China. 


The issue of U.S. nonrecogni- 


tion 
policy 
toward 
Mongolia 


arose in its sharpest form in 
1961 after the Soviet Union in- 
sisted that if the African coun- 
try of Mauritania was to be giv- 
en a seat in the United Nations 
Mongolia must be admitted at 
the same time. 


As a result U.S. diplomats in 


Moscow discussed recognition 
with Mongolian diplomats and 
found that the Mongolian gov- 
ernment was agreeable to es- 
tablishing diplomatic relations. 
Action was blocked, however 
by Nationalist China which, as a' 
member of the U.N. Security 
Council, 
threatened 
to veto 


Mongolian membership in the 
United Nations. 


The 
political 
tangle 
thus 


created 
was straightened out 


when the United States dropped 
its recognition plan and both 
Mauritania and Mongolia were 
voted into the world organiza- 
tion. 


Since that time US poljry on 


the 
recognition question has 


heen reviewed periodically but 
without any publicly known ac- 
tion bf;ing taken.

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Red China May 
Have Come Up 
With a Dud

WASHINGTON 
(AP)-Red 


China may have come up with a 
dud in an attempt to detonate a 
hydrogen bomb, Defense De- 
partment sources suggested to- 
day. 


The announcement by Peking 


radio of Communist 
China's 


third atomic explosion Monday 
said the test included "ther- 
monuclear materials." But Pe- 
king stopped short of calling it a 
hydrogen bomb. 


The mention of "thermonu- 


clear 
materials," 
Pentagon 


sources said, could mean one of 
two things: 


—Chinese scientists attached 


deuterium or tritium, used in a 
hydrogen weapon to an atomic 
bomb to analyze the effects of 
the blast on those elements. 


—Or China set out to stage a 


hydrogen explosion and failed to 
get the proper energy release 
required to fuse the thermonu- 
clear reaction. 


A hydrogen bomb has an 


atomic device for a trigger. Mil- 
lions of degrees of heat—provid- 
ed by the splitting of the atom- 
are required to fuse the deuteri- 
um or tritium elements—and 
release their awesome power. 
The atomic device can, how- 
ever, go off without unleashing 
the fusion process. 


State Department press offi- 


cer Marshall Wright said the 
test was "in the same general 
range" as the two previous Red 
Chinese detonations in October 
1964 and May 1965. Both of these 
were equivalent to about 20,000 
tons of TNT, or 20 kilotons. 
Wright did not say whether the 
test was of a thermonuclear de- 
vice. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 


asked about the test as he ap- 
peared before the Senate for- 
eign Relations Committee, said 
he doubts it affects the interna- 
tional situation any more than 
did the first or second detona- 
tions. 


One Atomic Energy Commis- 


sion official described the blast 
as "one hundred KT (kilotons) 
or less." 


"We don't know yet whether 


this was a thermonuclear explo- 
sion," he said, "and we won't 
before we get a reading on the 
atmospheric debris." 


Pentagon 
sources 
said 


manned U2 planes would collect 
radioactive debris. An analysis 
of the fallout, combined with 
seismographic readings, would 
perhaps provide a key to the 
type of detonation. 


A thermonuclear blast would 


put the Red Chinese an estimat- 
ed three years ahead of sched- 
ule in their work, according to 
U.S. estimates. 


Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, AEC 


chairman, said in 1964 after the 
first Chinese nuclear test that 
Red China probably was five 
years away from developing a 
hydrogen bomb. 


As late as last October, how- 


ever, Sen. Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash.. said Red China might 
set off its first thermonuclear 
blast within two years. 


Jackson is chairman of the 


Joint Atomic Weapons subcom- 
mittee.

China's announcement today of

third 
nuclear 
explosion 


strongly indicates that the wave 
of dissidence on the mainland 
may be deeper and more wide- 
spread than suspected abroad.
